In presenting our annual report we'are pleased to be able 
to say the schools during the past year have been very suc- 
cessful; the teachers and scholars (with the exception of a 
few who do not care to learn) having labored together in har- 
mony. This is principally due to the fact that experienced 
teachers were employed, with one exception, throughout the 
district ; no change of teachers was made in five schools dur- 
ing the year. The school books purchased by last year’s 
Board were placed in general use last spring, and although ex- 
pensive are giving good satisfaction, as well as the charts 
placed in each division last September. 

It will be necessary to raise the same amount of school 


money this year as last, if we wish to live in the future sur- 


rounded by intelligent, law-abiding men and women, and _ it 
will also be necessary to raise money to enlarge or rebuild the 
school-house at Cambridgeville, as it is badly out of repair 
and we have been obliged to place 41 scholars (33 at one time) 
during the past year in a room containing less than 500 square 
feet of floor space. ~ This expense would not have been nec- 
essary had District No. 1 accepted Mr. Ira Copeland’s very 
generous proposition to give $10,000 for a High School build-. 
ing under certain conditions.
